Dr. Francis Berry 


In Defense 


America’s greatest weapon, her 
industrial potential, is no stronger 
than the health of her workers, 
Dr. Francis B. Berry, Assistant 
secretary of defense for Health 
and Medicine, said here Sunday. 

Dr. Berry is in Atlanta to talk 
to students at the Emory School 
of Medicine Monday on industrial 
medicine. He is visiting at the 
home of Dr. Ira Ferguson, 353 
Argonne Dr., NE. 

"The field of industrial chem- 
istry gives a good example,” Dr. 
Berry said. ‘‘The use of toxic 
materials in the manufacture of 
a great many products is a realm 
of medicine in itself. Yet I know 
only one residency in industrial 
medicine in the whole country— 
in Dayton, Ohio.’’ . 

“TI have just returned from a 
trip which included some coun- 
tries in the Middle FEast,’’ Dr. 
Berry said. ‘‘Our need for stress- 
ing health is great in the NATO 
alliance Our Point Four 
program with its loan of tech- 
nicians ean make more friends 
than all the greenbacks we can 
send abroad,”’ 

Dr. Berry visited hospitals in 
Turkey, Iraq, Morocco, and 
Libva. 

“Those people are making 
progress in all fields of medicine. 
I was very much impressed with 
their facilities and their skills,”’ 
the defense department official 
said. ‘‘Their public health efforts 
are particularly gratifying.” 

Speaking of the medical pro- 
cram of the armed services, Dr. 
Berry said that respiratory ail- 
ments still put more men in hos- 
pital than any other case. 

‘‘Next in order of numbers but

Public Transit Has 
Major Trattic Role 


An estimated 65,000 motor vehicles 
enter Atlanta’s central business district 
every working day between the hours of 
10 a.m. and 6 p.m., according to a recent 
estimate by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

During the present holiday season, the 
estimate probably could be scaled up- 
ward. This makes it imperative that all 
concerned continue to expand 


agencies 
their efforts to ease the ever-growing 


congestion. - 

Progress has been made in providing 
greater downtown parking space. The 
unfinished expressway system has speed- 
ed up access and departure. Still needed 
are the bypasses for through traffic, 
street improvements, perimeter parking 
and better use of public transit. 

The Atlanta Transit System is es- 
sential to the community. In fact, public 
transit is essential to all cities who today 
seek ways to minimize traffic congestion. 
Without improved public expenditures, 
cities face still greater expenditures for 
traffic control. 

In Atlanta. as elsewhere, public transit 
is hurt most by what it is designed to 
remedy—traffic congestion. It slows down 
transit vehicles and makes it more diffi- 
cult to furnish good service to riders. 
Delays Yake for disgruntled shoppers, 
who in turn tend to take their trade else- 
where: If this goes too far, blighted down- 
town areas and reduced property values 
are the result. Basic tax revenues are 
imperiled. 

The Atlanta system has been making 
progress in improving services and equip- 
ment, especially with its modern express 
buses. But it’s the trackless trolley which 
still must bear the bulk of the load. It is 
these vehicles which are impeded most by 
heavy traffic on downtown streets. 

A public transit. vehicle can bring up 
to 50 times as many persons downtown as 
the average private car. When you re- 
member that streets were designed for 
movement of people, the private auto be- 
comes an inefficient vehicle in compari- 
son. 

So paramount in any traffic improve- 
ment—and incidentally this is Traffic Im- 
provement Week—is better public transit. 
It should occupy a top place in our war 
on traffic troubles. 

No matter how much money is spent 
to improve traffic flow, efficient and eco- 
nomical public transit is the best weapon 
congestion.

The least any American can do js to 
give whatever he can to a people who 
have upheld the finest instincts of all 
mankind. Now is the time to show our 
gratitude and to prove to al] peoples that 
we are willing to help them in their strug- 
gies for liberty.

Nine Georgia liberal arts colleges, op- 
erating without the mixed blessing of 
public funds, “ole ve the Georgia 
Foundation for dependent Colleges. 

The idea is a sort of united fund drive 
for the nine instead of separate and often 
conflicting appeals for support. Proceeds 
of the drives will be parceled out in a 
previously agreed to ratio. 

Schools participating are Mercer, Wes- 
leyan, Shorter, the College of Liberal 
Arts of Emory University, Agnes Scott, 
Brenauj/ LaGrange and Oglethorpe. 

There are several good ideas behind 
this move in addition to its obvious effi- 
ciency. First and foremost is the appeal- 
ang idea of strengthening the libera] arts 
colleges. The need for disciplined minds

Exploring infinity and 
experimenting with suspiciously new ideas 
is limited to private schools this conform- 
ing day~and age and to securely endowed 
private schools at that.

Russians Build Ships 
At a Formidable Rate 


Not dontent with controlling a large 
percentage of the world’s land, Russia 
is bidding for supremacy on the seas. 

Jane’s Fighting Ships, an authorita- 
tive British publication, has reported 
that the Reds’ post World War II build- 
ing program has resulted in a navy nearly 
as big as that of the United States. And 
ominously, Russia’s submarine fléet of 
400 vessels now is bigger than ours. 

Russia’s naval strategists have been 
concentrating on the construction of fast 
cruisers and destroyers for surface war- 
fare and submarines for war under the 
water. Carriers, apparently, have no place 
in Russia’s war plans. 

Consolingly, for our side, Jane’s points 
out that while Russia leads in new con- 
struction on a ship-by-ship basis, the 
United States is ahead in the field of 
scientific advances. Nuclear-powered ves- 
sels and guided missiles are almost a 
United States exclusive; that is, as far 
as the editors of Jane’s know. 

The United States is pioneering, too, 
in atomic-powered submarines, and 
judging by the trials of such craft as the 
Nautilus, one good atomic sub is worth 
several of the routine variety. 

Nevertheless, the numerical superi- 
ority of the Russians in this branch of 
naval might is disturbing. The last two 
world wars have proven the great effec- 
tiveness of submarines in cutting supply 
lines and generally terrorizing surface 
navies, 

Russia’s bid to control the world ob- 
viously is not confined to the land and 
air. She has designs upon the seas as 
well.

The Arsenal’ Story 
Has a Happy Ending 


Augusta’s historic and _ picturesque 
old arsenal will be converted to peace- 
time use after more than a century in the 
service of war. 

The property, situated in the middle 
of that city’s beautiful hill section, has 
been transferred by the federal govern- 
ment to the Junior College of Augusta. 

Augusta’s first arsenal was established 
in 1819 in what is now the business dis- 
trict. A fever epidemic caused its transfer 
to the well drained and salubrious Sand 
Hills and there the arsenal flourished un- 
til the government decided it had outlived 
its usefulness. 

The 38-acre site includes 32 buildings, 
some of them dating from 1829. That the 
arsenal will be preserved as a historic 
monument at the same time performing a 
very lively service as an educational cen- 
ter.1s almost too good to be true.

Georgia Science Center 


Is a Wise Investment 


Development of the University of 
Georgia's Science Center is one of the 
most farsighted moves in the school’s 
history. It will help the state stay abreast 
of the vast changes certain to take place 
in the transition to the atomic age. 

Importance of science’ to the state’s 
economy perhaps best can be gauged by 
a look at the past. In just one field re- 
turns from scientific research already have 
paid the cost of developing the science 
center many times over. The work of 
Dr. Charles H. Herty; of Milledgeville, 
in research leading to production of paper 
from the slash pine has brought many 
millions of new revenue to Georgia and 
the Southeast. | 

Unfortunately.in the past, too many 
Georgia trained scientists have achieved 
fame and success in research and other 
fields Only after leaving the state. Oppor- 
tunities here have been limited. The list 
is far too long to enumerate but some 
of‘these men have made fundamental and 
great contributions to science—medicine, 
atomic energy, agriculture, ‘industrial re- 
search, chemistry and physics. 

Recent graduates in all fields of 
science from the university are achieving 
success all over the nation. 

Research and study facilities to be 
made available through the center will be 
an investment in the state’s and the na- 
tion’s future. Georgia will need increasing 
numbers of the scientifically trained 
graduates in the years to come. Develop- 
ment of the center is a wise and far- 
reaching move.

The Magnet of Self 
Has a Strange Pull 


“Every way of a man is right in his own eyes, 
but the Lord pondereth the hearts.”’ (Prov. 21:2). 
Slips of the tongue sometimes can be very amusing 


or embarrassing. Often they are quite revealing. Psychologists when 
ministering to mentally sick persons will often listen for those slips 
which may indicate some hidden or suppressed thought. 


These slips can reveal a sub- 
conscious thought that somehow 
holds a key to eventual healing. 
These doctors sometimes use as- 
sociation tests. 

They repeat a list of words and 
the patient gives the first word 
which comes into his mind. Most 
of us have used this type of word 
association as a parlor game. The 
slip, however it originates, may 
represent the leaping into con- 
sciousness of a subconscious 
thought. 

What motives are hidden from 
our conscious lives? Most of us 
do not know ourselves that well. 
We are startled occasionally by 
the thoughts we think or the words 
we speak. ‘That's not like me,” 
we say, and yet those thoughts 
and words came from our minds. 


The most important aspect of 
our lives is the depth within us. 
If at the depth of our lives there 
is corruption, that corruption will 
at times become evident, hard as 
we may try to suppress it. 

And we do try, for we are so- 
cial creatures who want to say 
and do that which is acceptable 
socially. When our minds are cor- 
rupt, our words tend to become 
colored. When our hearts are evil, 
we cannot disguise our real na- 
ture forever, We may wear a mask 
of pretense but we will not be 
altogether convincing.

Our responsibility is not to cover 
with a veneer of socially accept- 
able words a corrupt heart, but 
rather we must clean the heart.

A good case can be made that

piously tell members of Congress 
that they do, 

Obviously, for example, heads of

Nor can we believe that repre- 
sentatives of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers spoke for 
all their industrial and business- 
men members when they appeared 
this week before the House Ways 
and Means Committee and urged 
a general manufacturer’s sales 
tax across the board on everything 
except food, drugs, liquor and to- 
bacco. 

Most industrialists and business- 
men can’t be that stupid. There 
is a practical consideration of 
which most of them, if not their 
spokesmen, are aware. This is 
that Congress won't enact any- 
thing of the kind, especially while 
it is under Democratic control. 

Congress recognizes ii. this ma- 
neuver an attempt to shift taxes 
away from income taxes and into 
sales taxes, which bear less heav- 
ily on the rich than do those on 
income. Income taxes are fairest, 
since they are based on the abil- 
ity to pay, though that principle 
is not always followed.

Brazil for the transfer to this| 
country of 1,800,000 tons of wheat. 
over a three-year period. | 

The transaction, on a basis of | 
a 40-year loan, was carried out 
under the Agricultural Commodi- | 
ties Surplus Act. It is the largest 
of its kind ever arranged in Latin’ 
America. 

The value of the wheat will | 
total nearly $110,000,000. As part | 
of the agreement Brazil will re-| 
ceive an additional $20,000,000 
worth of other surplus commodi- 


ties, such as lard, corn and to-' 
bacco. 
After months of difficult ne- 


gotiations in Washington, govern- 
ment circles said, all obstacles 
were overcome and final instruc- 
tions dispatched to the Brazilian 
embassy there authorizing the 
signing. An official announcement 
is expected. this week or next.

This demand was based on a 
congressional provision that coun- 
tries receiving surplus cémmodi- 
ties must be normal purchasers 
of U.S. supplies, according to 
U. S. sources here.

Every last one at the meeting 
signed a letter to ‘‘Bill,’’ express- 
ing their ‘‘overwhelming confi- 
dence and faith’’ in him and re- 
affirming their ‘“‘unique affection 
and regard” for him. 

Then, not satisfied with this ex- 
pression of faith from heads of 
the town government and leaders 
of Ellenville’s civic, political, veter- 
ans, fraternal and business organ- 
izations, the meeting decided the 
whole town must show its faith 
in “*‘Bill,’’ too. 

A booth wiil be set up in the 
town square tomorrow. Telephone 
squads will be organized to notify 
every citizen of Ellenville that he 
can sign a petition in support of 
the banker by visiting the booth. 

Mayor Eugene Glusker predicted 
the petition would be signed by 
just about 100 per cent of the 
town's population. 

Rose, 51, bachelor president of 
the Home National Bank of Ellen- 
ville, allegedly juggled bank ac- 
counts in violation of federal re- 
serve laws. The FBI said_ the 
juggled accounts involved some 
$580,000. He was released yester- 
day under $25,000 bail. 

Rose was quoted as saying the

Slims Down 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

With American girls ‘growing 
taller, feminine proportions are 
changing. When the added inches 
lengthen the middle measure- 
ment, the waist is slimmer—giv- 
ing the long-stemmed willowy 
silhouette. 


For this type figure, the waist- 
line is smaller in proportion to 
the bust measurement. Hips may 
or may not be more streamlined. 

A column dealing with propor- 
tions gave these differences: 
waistline 714° to 8% inches less 
than the bust measurement and 
hips 1 to 3 inches more than the 
bust circumference. 

AVERAGE OR IDEAL 

Some readers with better than 
average figures wrote to ask 
whether these proportionate dif- 
ferences represent the average 
or the ideal. One young woman 
gave these measurements: Bust 
36, waist 24, hips 36. Another 
had this combination of pulchri- 
tude and streamlines: Bust 36, 
waist 22, hips 35. 

An ultra streamlined waist 
can be 10, 12, and even 14 inches 
less than the bust measurement, 
and the hips can measure the 
same as the bust, or an inch 
less. But alas, such elegant pro- 
portions are the rare exception, 
and possible only at streamlined 
weight. 

INHERIT BUILD 

We inherit a certain build and 
this governs our _ proportions. 
With weight at normal and 
health up to par, the bust is ac- 
cording to nature’s plan for our 
structure. The bust is the meas- 
urement used as a gauge in fig- 
uring proportions.
